TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE  IN  WAKEFIELD  YOU  MUST  BE: 

•  an  American  citizen  (native-born  or  naturalized) 

•  at  least  18  years  old  on  the  date  of  the  election 

•  a  resident  of  Wakefield,  Massachusetts 

WHEN  AND  WHERE  TO  REGISTER: 

•  9  am  to  5  pm,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  during  any  extra  hours 
scheduled  by  the  Board  of  Registrars  (see  local  newspapers  for  times). 

•  Town  Clerk's  office,  first  floor,  William  J.  Lee  Memorial  Hall,  One 
Lafayette  Street,  OR  in  any  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  (your  registration  will  be  forwarded  to  Wakefield  Town 
Clerk  for  inclusion  on  local  voting  list).  You  may  also  request  a  mail-in 
registration  form. 

DEADLINES  FOR  REGISTRATION: 

•  To  vote  in  state  or  presidential  primaries  or  state  elections,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  before  the  election. 

•  To  vote  in  local  elections,  or  to  vote  at  Annual  Town  Meeting,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  prior  to  the  election. 

•  To  vote  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  you  must  register  at  least  10  days 
prior  to  the  meeting. 

MORE  ABOUT  REGISTRATION 

Registration  is  permanent  unless  a  voter  moves  to  a  new  city  or  town. 
However,  failure  to  respond  to  the  Annual  Census  may  result  in  being 
dropped  from  the  active  list  of  Registered  Voters,  per  Chapter  51  — 
Section  4.  A  voter,  moving  from  one  precinct  to  another  within  the 
town,  should  immediately  notify  the  Registrars  of  the  changes  to 
assure  being  able  to  vote  in  the  new  precinct,  otherwise  he  must  vote 
in  his  former  address. 

Registrations  are  administered  by  the  Board  of  Registrars.  The  Board  is 
composed  of  three  citizens,  appointed  for  three  year  terms  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  her  office,  serves  as  clerk 
of  the  board.

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LOCAL  ELECTIONS 

Local  elections  are  held  annually  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  and  are  non- 
partisan. Write-ins  are  permitted,  and  absentee  voting  is  allowed. 

TO  BECOME  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  LOCAL  OFFICE,  A  CITIZEN  MUST: 

•  be  a  registered  voter  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts. 

•  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the  Town  Clerk  (one  set  of  papers  for 
each  office  sought  in  the  election). 

•  obtain  the  signatures  of  50  citizens  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  Wake- 

•  field. 

submit  nomination  papers  to  the  Board  of  Registrars  49  days  prior  to 
the  town  election  for  certification  of  the  signatures. 

•  file  nomination  papers  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  5  pm  on  the  35th  day 
before  the  town  election.  This  places  the  candidate's  name  officially  on 
the  ballot. 

TO  JOIN  A  POLITICAL  PARTY 

A  citizen  may  choose  to  declare  his/her  choice  of  political  affiliation  when 
he/she  registers  to  vote,  or  may  declare  his/her  party  choice  when  voting  in 
primary  elections.  If  a  voter  chooses  not  to  declare  his/her  party,  he/she  will 
be  listed  as  an  "unenrolled  voter"  on  voting  lists. 

TO  CHANGE  OR  CANCEL  PARTY  ENROLLMENT/SERVE  AS  A  DELEGATE 

A  voter  may  appear  in  person  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  use  the  postal 
system  to  change  his/her  party  designation.  This  may  be  done  at  any  time. 

A  party  member  is  eligible  to  be  a  delegate  to  his/her  party  conventions; 
delegates  are  chosen  every  four  years  on  the  presidential  primary  ballot. 

PROCEDURE  AT  TOWN  MEETING 

The  Moderator,  an  elected  town  official,  presides  at  Town  Meetings.  He/she 
begins  by  reading  the  call  for  the  meeting.  Usually  a  motion  is  made  to 
waive  further  reading  of  the  warrant,  with  the  exception  of  the  constable's 
return  (which  the  law  demands  be  read),  and  the  motion  is  carried.  Articles 
in  the  warrant  are  taken  up  in  the  order  as  they  are  printed  in  the  warrant 
unless  otherwise  decided  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  are  given  before  voters  dis- 
cuss or  act  upon  an  article.  For  the  annual  town  meeting,  these  recommen- 
dations are  available  a  week  to  ten  days  before  the  meeting  in  booklet  form, 
called  "Annual  Appropriations,"  and  may  be  obtained  at  the  Selectmen's 
Room  at  Town  Hall. 

Following  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  or  the  recommenda- 
tions of  such  department  as  may  be  permitted  to  make  recommendations, 
the  sponsor  of  the  article  is  usually  allowed  to  present  his/her  case.  The 
voters  may  then  debate  the  question  according  to  rules  of  parliamentary 
procedure  prescribed  by  the  town's  by-laws,  such  as: 

•  Stand,  address  the  moderator,  give  name  and  address  clearly,  confine 
remarks  to  the  question  under  debate  and  avoid  personalities. 
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•  Speak  for  not  more  than  10  minutes  at  any  one  time,  unless  granted 
permission  by  the  meeting.  No  voter  may  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question  if  other  voters  desire  to  be  heard,  and  no  voter  may  speak  more 
than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  permission  of  the  meeting. 

•  Speak  not  more  than  two  minutes  on  any  one  of  the  following  motions: 

Motion  to  adjourn 

Motion  to  lay  on  the  table 

Motion  to  take  from  the  table 

Motion  to  put  the  previous  question 
(These  motions  only  are  in  order  when  a  question  is  under  debate.  Total 
time  allowed  for  debate  on  each  motion  is  six  minutes.) 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  assembly  is  necessary  on  a  motion  which  requires  a 
bond  issue.  A  vote  may  be  reconsidered  at  the  same  session  or  at  adjourned 
session  upon  two -thirds  vote  of  the  assembly.  The  Moderator  may  request  a 
voter  to  put  his/her  motion  in  writing.  Should  seven  voters  doubt  the  accu- 
racy of  the  Moderator's  count  of  hands  on  a  motion,  tellers  are  appointed  to 
make  the  count.  The  Moderator  clarifies  motions  when  they  are  especially 
complex. 

Conduct  at  the  town  meeting  is  further  governed  by  the  rules  of  practice, 
pertinent  to  town  meetings  in  Cushings1  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Proce- 
dure. 

THE  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

The  Town  Meeting  Warrant  is  a  collection  of  articles  presented  by  depart- 
ments, committees  and  voters  for  consideration  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
Town  Meeting.  The  warrant  is  composed  by  the  Selectmen,  with  articles 
being  entered  by  request  or  petition.  Individual  voters  may  have  an  article 
inserted  by  petition.  The  selectmen  receive  all  petitions  for  the  warrant, 
except  those  having  to  do  with  sidewalks,  drainage,  sewers  and  streets 
which  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Signatures  of  ten  or 
more  registered  voters  are  required  on  articles  for  annual  town  meetings; 
100  signatures  are  required  for  articles  filed  by  citizens  in  warrants  for  spe- 
cial town  meetings.  Signatures  on  petitions  must  be  substantially  as  the 
voters'  names  appear  on  the  voting  list.  Voters  may  request  the  advise  of 
the  Town  Counsel  in  drawing  up  an  article.  Customarily,  public  announce- 
ment is  made  of  the  opening  and  the  closing  dates  of  the  warrant.  Citizens, 
however,  may  take  their  petitions  to  the  Selectmen  at  any  Board  meeting 
during  the  year  and  the  Selectmen  will  hold  such  articles  for  insertion  in 
the  warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting.  Department  heads  enter  their  arti- 
cles by  the  process  of  request. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Annual  Report  is  comprised  of  reports  from  all  Town  departments, 
including  operating  expenses  and  statistical  information.  The  Annual 
Report  is  compiled  by  the  Selectmen's  office,  and  copies  are  available  free 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 

At  the  Board's  organizational  meeting,  following  the  Town  Election  in  April, 
Wayne  M.  Tarr  was  elected  Chairman  and  Kevin  T.  Haggerty  was  elected  Secre- 
tary. The  other  members  of  the  Board  are  Sel.  Peter  G.  Melanson,  Sel.  Linda  A. 
Sawin  and  Sel.  Douglas  G.  Thayer. 

The  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  broadly 
diversified  in  hundreds  of  sections  of  law  applying  directly  to  Selectmen. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  operates  under  the  Board  of  Selectmen  Executive  Sec- 
retary plan  of  municipal  administration;  which  plan  maintains  the  Selectmen  in 
their  traditional  role  as  the  elected  directors  of  the  municipality,  and  provides 
for  an  administrator  to  carry  out  administrative  assignments  within  a  policy 
framework  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  broadly  diversified  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  affect  the  functioning  of  all  Town  departments,  and  central  coordina- 
tion is  essential  to  an  effective  and  efficient  municipal  administration. 

The  necessity  for  effective  liaison  and  representation  between  the  Town,  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  the  State  Government,  and  metropolitan  agencies  continues  to  be 
increasingly  complex  and  demanding.  The  Town's  active  participation  is  necessary  to 
the  Town's  responsible  representation  in  an  area  of  significant  socioeconomic  impact. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1965,  became  effective  on  February  16, 
1966,  which  constituted  enactment  of  collective  bargaining  for  municipalities. 
Municipal  employers  are  prevented  from  (a)  interfering  with  the  right  of  employ- 
ees to  organize  for  the  purpose  of  collective  bargaining,  and  (b)  dominating  or 
interfering  with  any  employee  organization,  (c)  discharging  or  discriminating 
against  any  employee  who  testified  before  the  State  Labor  Relations  Commission 
on  a  specific  proceeding,  (d)  refusing  to  bargain  collectively  in  good  faith  with  a 
designated  exclusive  bargaining  agent,  and  (e)  refusing  to  discuss  grievances 
with  the  bargaining  agent.  The  statute  states  "the  municipal  employer  shall  be 
represented  by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  or  his 
representative  or  representatives".  It  has  been  determined  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  the  Chief  Executive  Board  in  towns  for  the  purpose  of  this  statute, 
except  as  to  School  Department  personnel.  This  legislation  continues  a  costly  and 
complex  impact  on  municipal  administration  in  Massachusetts. 

Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1973  has  identified  municipal  labor  contract 
negotiations  as  a  matter  of  serious  fiscal  consequences.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has 
long  recognized  the  necessity  for  professional  representation  at  the  bargaining  table, 
and  has  continued  to  engage  specialized  legal  services  in  this  important  relationship.

The  Planning  Board  is  a  five  member,  elected  board.  The  Board  has  juris- 
diction over  the  subdivision  of  land  and  the  regulation  of  land  use.  The  Board  is 
also  charged,  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  to  engage  in  long  term  planning. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  the  month. 
In  1995  we  held  23  meetings  including  11  public  hearings.  The  Board  approved 
2  definitive  subdivision  plans,  amended  the  Fox  Hill  Subdivision  plan  and  did 
not  approve  the  Crystal  Street  Subdivision.  The  denial  was  appealed  and  the 
land  court  remanded  the  plan  back  to  the  Board  to  hold  a  public  hearing  regard- 
ing the  subdivision's  drainage  plan.  Two  preliminary  plans  came  before  the 
Board.  One  was  approved  and  the  other  was  not  approved. 

The  Board,  acting  as  the  Board  of  Survey,  held  a  public  hearing  for  Sals- 
bury  Road.  The  Board  also  acted  upon  a  determination  for  a  non-repetitive  peti- 
tion in  September.  Thirteen  Approval  Not  Required  plans  came  before  the 
Board. 

The  Board  sponsored  one  article  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Based  upon 
information  received  at  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  moved  for  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  article.  Town  meeting  voters  agreed. 

The  Board  received  four  warrant  articles  from  Mr.  Roland  Cote.  These  arti- 
cles were  placed  on  the  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  The  Board  moved  for 
indefinite  postponement  of  the  articles. 

The  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Wayne  Moriarty.  Mr  Michael 
McLaughlin  was  appointed  to  fill  the  position  until  the  next  Town  Election. 

The  Board  also  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Greg  Willett,  our  consul- 
tant. Mr.  Anthony  Pronski  was  appointed  interim  consultant.  The  Board  subse- 
quently appointed  Mr.  Robert  Swanson,  Town  Engineer,  as  our  consultant. 

The  re-organization  of  the  Board  took  place  on  May  8,  1995.  Caroline  L. 
Coscia  was  re-elected  chairperson,  Mrs.  Nancy  H.  Cahill  was  re-elected  vice 
chairperson.  Mr.  Wayne  Moriarty  was  elected  secretary.  The  Board  also  re- 
appointed Ms.  Linda  Donaldson  as  clerk.

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Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 

The  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  is  made  up  of  a  five  member 
board  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  administers  the  Wetlands  Protec- 
tion Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  protect  the  wetlands, 
related  water  resources,  and  adjoining  land  areas  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield  by 
prior  review  and  control  of  activities  deemed  to  have  an  adverse  effect  upon  wet- 
land values,  including  public  or  private  water  supply,  groundwater,  flood  con- 
trol, erosion  and  sedimentation  control,  storm  damage  prevention,  water  pollu- 
tion prevention,  fisheries,  recreation,  wildlife  habitat,  and  aesthetics.  The  Com- 
mission generally  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  Town 
Hall. 

In  1995,  the  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  met  in  formal  sessions 
and  conducted  numerous  public  hearings  and  site  visits  to  investigate  new  wet- 
lands filings,  to  review  ongoing  and  completed  projects  and  to  conduct  other 
business  requiring  investigation,  enforcement  or  approval  as  necessary  to  carry 
out  our  mandates  under  the  Conservation  Commission  Act  and  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  The  Commission  collected  filing  fees  in  excess  of  $2,000  in  calen- 
dar year  1995  all  of  which  went  to  offset  the  Commission's  operating  budget. 

In  addition  to  its  wetlands  protection  duties,  this  year  the  Commission 
coordinated  with  the  Friends  of  Lake  Quannapowitt  (FOLQ)  in  applying  for  and 
receiving  a  $5200  Watershed  Awareness  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Protection.  The  FOLQ  is  to  be  commended  for  their  con- 
tinued efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town's  natural  assets. 

The  Commission  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  Chairman  Robert 
Moores.  Although  his  knowledge  and  conviction  will  be  sorely  missed  by  this 
board,  we  know  Mr.  Moores  will  continue  to  be  an  advocate  of  Wakefield's  nat- 
ural resources  through  his  involvement  in  other  civic  activities. 

The  Commission's  roster  was  supplemented  by  Thomas  Donahue  (formerly 
an  associate  commissioner)  and  Glenn  O'Brien  as  an  associate  commissioner.  In 
addition,  the  Commisssion  wishes  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  assistance 
of  our  Consultant,  Elaine  Vreeland. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  fulfilling  our  mandate  to  enforce  the  Wet- 
land Protection  Act  and  to  protect  the  watershed  resources  of  the  Town  of  Wake- 
field. We  will  continue  our  efforts  to  promote  environmental  education  in  the 
public  schools  and  the  community  at  large.

Report  of 
Wakefield  Historical  Commission 

During  1995,  the  Wakefield  Historical  Commission  continued  to  maintain 
the  town's  register  of  historic  places,  responding  to  inquiries  about  the  history  of 
these  buildings  and  supporting  their  preservation.  The  Commission  continues  to 
be  watchful  for  potentially  destructive  changes  in  historic  buildings,  and  main- 
tains a  "Demolition  Delay  Bylaw"  in  the  event  of  a  threat  to  one  of  the  Town's 
historic  structures. 

The  Commission  responded  to  the  accidental  collapse  of  the  second-floor 
ceiling  of  the  historic  West  Ward  School  by  sponsoring  a  proposal  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Commission's  Preservation  Project  Fund.  Working  with  the 
superintendent  of  schools  and  other  town  officials,  the  Commission  supported 
the  formation  of  a  "West  Ward  School  Association."  This  Association  will  restore 
a  portion  of  the  building  as  a  living  history  classroom.  The  Wakefield  Historical 
Commission  is  committed  to  assisting  this  Association  by  providing  historical 
resources,  information  and  cooperation,  for  the  establishment  of  a  learning  cur- 
riculum at  the  West  Ward  School. 

During  1995,  the  Wakefield  Historical  Commission  continued  its  work  of 
preserving  and  protecting  the  gravestones  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground.  The 
Burying  Ground,  established  in  1689,  contains  some  of  the  oldest  and  best 
examples  of  Puritan  gravestone  art  in  the  nation.  During  its  "Old  Burying 
Ground  Preservation  Days,"  the  Commission  works  with  volunteers  from  the 
community  to  reset  slate  stones.  The  Commission  has  established  a  special  fund 
and  accepts  donations  to  assist  in  the  expert  repair  of  some  of  the  more  dam- 
aged stones.  In  1995,  the  Commission,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  acted  to  erect  a  series  of  interpretive  markers  in  the  Burying 
Ground,  in  order  to  assist  the  visitor  in  appreciating  the  historic  nature  of  the 
old  slate  gravestones. 

The  Commission  continues  to  respond  to  inquiries  about  the  town's  history.

CATV Advisory  Committee 


The  Committee  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen  about  cable  TV  issues  and  the 
contract  between  Warner  Cable  Communications,  Inc.,  and  the  Town;  all  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  and  the  subscribers  to  Warner  Cable.  These  issues  include 
subscriber  complaints,  signal  quality,  and  adoption  of  the  latest  technology  and 
CATV  law. 

During  the  past  year,  Mr.  Benedetto  died  (God  love  ya  Sam)  and  Mr.  Basile- 
sco  resigned.  They  were  replaced  by  James  Meuse  and  Harry  Kasbarian. 

The  FCC  and  Warner  argued  and  finally  set  rates  in  1994;  in  1995,  both, 
looking  at  the  paper  work  to  justify  rate  increases  of  pennies,  signed  a  "Social 
Contract"  allowing  rate  increases  with  inflation  with  promised  upgrade  of  tech- 
nology. The  whole  field  is  a  moving  kaleidoscope. 

This  Committee  met  four  times  in  1995:  January,  February,  June  and  Decem- 
ber; and  maintains  P.O.  Box  1710  to  receive  subscriber  complaints  and  other 
cable  TV  mail. 

Public  Access  by  WCAT  at  the  former  Warren  School  and  Educational  Access 
at  the  high  school  operated  successfully  this  year. 

Warner  Cable  ended  1995  with  7342  subscribers.  The  Warner  license  ends 
June  1997. 

Four  of  us,  Beyer,  Meuse,  Kasbarian  and  Reid,  join  Douglas  Thayer  (Chairper- 
son), Joseph  Bertrand,  Mrs.  Joan  Dumont,  and  Principal  Ron  Struminski  as 
members  of  the  Cable  Television  Contract  Renewal  Committee.  Howard  Horton 
and  William  August,  PC,  were  chosen  to  represent  the  Town.  That  Committee 
has  met  monthly,  including  a  public  hearing  in  October.  1996  will  be  interesting.

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Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Disability  Issues 

The  Wakefield  Commission  on  Disability  Issues  was  established  by  Town 
Meeting  in  May,  1989.  Its  membership  consists  of  seven  full  members  and  one 
associate  member.  By  statute,  fifty-one  percent  of  the  members  must  either  be 
disabled  or  related  to  someone  who  is  disabled.  At  the  present  time,  five  of  seven 
full  members  are  disabled  plus  the  one  associate  member. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to  research  local  problems  of  the  disabled 
and  act  on  them  when  possible,  coordinate  and  interact  with  other  groups  orga- 
nized for  similar  purposes,  disseminate  information,  keep  records  and  conduct 
six  meetings  per  year. 

This  year  the  Commission  welcomes  volunteer  and  new  member  Warren 
Magoon  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

As  a  result  of  the  Commissions  efforts  over  the  past  three  years,  it  has  wit- 
nessed the  culmination  of  its  efforts  in  success  in  regard  to  access  to  the  Main 
Street  Post  Office.  Renovation  began  late  last  Fall  and  nears  completion. 

At  Town  Hall,  not  only  the  ramp  has  been  re-done,  but  a  new  entry  door  has 
been  installed,  making  it  easily  accessible  for  the  wheelchair  bound.  Work  has 
also  begun  to  install  a  unisex  handicap  accessible  restroom  on  the  first  floor. 
Planning  is  in  place  to  install  an  accessibility  station  near  the  DPW  office  so 
that  a  disabled  person  may  communicate  and,  subsequently,  meet  with  second 
floor  office  personnel. 

The  railroad  crossing  at  Albion  Street  and  North  Avenue  was  repaved  to  the 
extent  that  wheelchairs  may  safely  cross,  whereas  previously  it  was  not  possible 
to  do  so.  This  was  a  joint  effort  by  the  MBTA  and  Wakefield  DPW. 

BayBank  has  made  extensive  renovation  to  their  Wakefield  office  in  order  to 
make  it  accessible.  One  of  our  Commission  members  (Larry  Hardacker)  heartily 
applauds  the  results  after  utilizing  the  facilities.  A  teller  window  and  an  ATM 
machine  have  been  lowered  to  wheelchair  height. 

The  year  1995  has  been  a  productive  one  for  our  advocacy  and  looks  forward 
to  an  eventful  and  successful  1996.

COMMUNITY  POLICING 

The  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  (  D.A.R.E.  )  program  remained  strong 
in  the  Wakefield  Schools.  Officer  Robert  Ramocki  delivered  his  program  to  over 
2400  children  from  kindergarten  through  the  fifth  grade.  Officer  Ramocki  and 
D.A.R.E.  sponsored  spring  /  summer  street  hockey  tournaments  and  attended 
summer  camps  with  over  200  young  persons. 

The  Department's  uniformed  mountain  bike  patrols  were  active  in  the  lake 
and  downtown  areas  and  are  credited  with  a  reduction  in  auto  thefts  and  thefts 
from  autos  in  the  parking  lots  surrounding  Lake  Quannapowitt.  Mountain  bike 
patrol  Offficers  carried  out  public  education  activities  in  traffic  safety  for  pedes- 
trians and  rollerbladers  using  the  Lake  area  streets  and  sidewalks. 

In  1995  the  Department  received  community  policing  grants  totaling  just  over 
$  40,000.  These  grants  enabled  the  Department  to  restore  high  visibility  ran- 
dom foot  patrols  to  Wakefield  Square,  the  North  Avenue  business  district  and 
Greenwood.  Three  traffic  painting  and  signage  projects  were  completed  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  based  upon  feedback  by  area 
merchants  to  uniformed  foot  patrols. 

The  Citizens  Police  Academy  program  was  a  continued  success  in  1995.  The 
Academy  graduated  70  students  from  an  eight  week  training  program  which 
included  a  ride  along  in  marked  patrol  vehicles.  The  Citizens  Police  Academy 
will  continue  in  1996. 

A  Department  open  house  was  held  in  October  to  educate  the  public  as  to  the 
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operations  and  condition  of  the  present  police  building.  A  two  and  one  half  year 
effort  for  a  new  police  building  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting  in  November  and 
will  be  decided  by  the  voters  in  January  of  1996. 

The  Department  took  community  policing  into  cyberspace  in  1995  with  the 
establishment  of  a  web  site  on  the  Internet.  Community  policing  grants  were 
used  to  construct  a  web  site  (  www.  wakefieldpd.org  )  to  inform  and  explain  how 
the  Department  operates  and  its  programs.  This  technology  informs  and  edu- 
cates any  interested  person  about  the  Department  and  its  operations  in  a  man- 
ner that  is  non-manpower  driven  and  cost  effective.  The  web  site  provides  as  well 
an  electronic  mail  capability  for  citizens  to  communicate  with  the  Department. 

TRAFFIC  ACTIVITY 

Increasing  the  safety  of  pedestrian  and  vehicular  travel  has  a  high  priority  for 
the  Department.  Efforts  to  control  and  regulate  Wakefield's  resident  and  visitor 
traffic  have  included  selective  enforcement  and  directed  patrols  in  those  areas  of 
citizen  complaint  anchor  high  accident  frequency.

PREVENTION  ACTIVITIES 

The  program  of  both  uniformed  and  plainclothes  officer  patrols  in  the 
retail/commercial  area  at  Christmas  was  again  a  success  in  1995.  This  effort 
addressed  the  need  for  crime  prevention/apprehension,  and  traffic  control  in  the 
downtown  area  during  the  holidays.  It  also  recognized  a  need  for  officers  to  re- 
establish and  maintain  direct  contact  with  the  citizens  of  the  Town  through 
high  visibility  foot  patrols.  Officers  conducted  crime  prevention  speaking 
engagements  at  senior  citizen  housing  during  1995  to  educate  our  seniors  to 
crime  issues  impacting  their  lifestyle. 

TRAINING 

The  Department  in  1995  maintained  its  emphasis  upon  training  of  its  person- 
nel. New  or  upgraded  training  was  provided  in  deadly  force  and  use  of  firearms, 
non-lethal  weapon(s),  and  handling  of  domestic  violence  situations.  Officers 
attended  in-service  training  at  the  Northeast  Regional  Police  Institute.  Supervi- 
sory personnel  attended  Babson  College,  New  England  Institute  of  Law  Enforce- 
ment Management  .  Increased  attention  to  training  issues,  as  laws  change  gov- 
erning police  procedures,  remains  the  best  protection  for  both  officers  and  the 
citizens  they  serve.  Mandatory  training  was  provided  for  the  arrival  of  enhanced 
91 1  telephone  service  for  the  Town  scheduled  for  January  of  1996. 

The  Department  recognizes  its  obligation  to  provide  professional  police  ser- 
vice, seeks  those  resources  necessary  to  accomplish  our  mission  and  welcomes 
citizen  participation  toward  maintaining  a  high  quality  of  life  in  Wakefield.

Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department 

During  calendar  year  1995,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  responded  to 
2,239  emergency  incidents,  an  increase  of  13%  over  1994,  and  the  busiest  year 
that  the  department  has  experienced  since  1989.  Fortunately,  there  were  no 
serious  injuries  or  fatalities  experienced  in  1995,  but  the  department  did  experi- 
ence serious  house  fires  on  Bennett  Street,  Belmont  Road,  and  Forest  Street,  as 
well  as  an  arson  fire  that  destroyed  the  press  box  at  the  High  School  -  Landrig- 
an  Field  in  February. 

But  perhaps  the  biggest  challenge  to  the  fire  department  in  1995  was  the 
unusually  dry  summer  season,  that  resulted  in  a  very  high  number  of  difficult 
brush  and  grass  fires.  The  department  battled  extensive,  deep  seated  fires  off 
Oak  Street  and  Spring  Street  in  Greenwood,  and  off  Old  Colony  Drive  and 
Heather  Lane  in  the  Montrose  section  of  town.  Although  these  fires  were  very 
labor  intensive  and  put  a  severe  strain  on  our  equipment,  there  were  no  serious 
injuries  to  our  firefighters. 

As  of  December  31,  1995,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  consisted  of  fifty 
(50)  uniformed  personnel,  including  the  Fire  Chief,  four  (4)  Captains,  five  (5) 
Lieutenants,  forty  (40)  Firefighters,  and  a  civilian  administrative  clerk. 

Christopher  J.  Smith  was  appointed  a  permanent  firefighter  on  January 
23rd,  1995,  filling  a  firefighter  position  vacated  by  the  promotion  of  Firefighter 
Michael  Sullivan  to  Lieutenant  in  late  1994. 

Veteran  Lieutenant  Ronald  J.  Robbins  retired  from  the  department  on 
March  2,  1995,  after  completing  26  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  Town.  Lieu- 
tenant Robbins  served  the  past  17  years  as  an  officer  at  the  Greenwood  Station, 
and  we  all  wish  him  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement. 
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To  fill  Lieutenant  Robbins'  vacancy,  Firefighter  James  J.  Smith  was  pro- 
moted to  Lieutenant  on  March  13,  1995,  and  David  A.  Shinney  was  appointed  a 
permanent  firefighter  on  April  10,  1995. 

Firefighter  Richard  H.  Goodwin  received  a  commendation  from  the  Fire 
Chief  on  April  29th,  for  his  quick  actions  while  off  duty  in  performing  C.P.R  .  on 
a  neighbor  that  was  stricken  in  his  front  yard. 

Thanks  to  the  support  of  Town  Meeting,  the  fire  department  has  begun  to 
address  the  mechanical  problems  with  our  apparatus  that  has  plagued  the 
department  over  the  past  two  years.  Our  new  1995  Seagrave  100  foot  aerial  lad- 
der truck  was  delivered  on  September  15th,  and  after  extensive  training,  placed 
into  service  on  October  18th.  The  $  379,845.00  truck,  a  special  design  to  fit  into 
our  95  year  old  Headquarters  fire  station,  replaced  a  very  tired  1975  Maxim  lad- 
der truck  that  was  traded  into  the  dealer. 

In  April,  the  Selectmen  awarded  a  contract  to  the  Seagrave  Fire  Apparatus 
Corporation  to  construct  a  new  pumping  engine  at  $  221,435.00,  which  we 
expect  to  be  delivered  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 

An  end  of  an  era  occurred  in  1995,  when  the  1956  Mack  pumper,  Engine  5, 
was  sold  to  a  Nashua,  New  Hampshire  man  for  $  3,251.00.  Engine  5  served  our 
community  well  for  over  38  years,  but  mechanical  and  safety  problems  finally 
necessitated  its  disposal. 

A  new,  10  foot  Avon  rubber  inflatable  boat  was  acquired  in  September, 
which  will  serve  to  enhance  our  operations  both  for  open  water  rescue,  as  well 
as  ice  rescue  in  our  lakes  and  many  small  ponds. 

The  Wakefield  Municipal  Gas  &  Light  Department  made  a  very  generous 
donation  to  the  department  in  January,  that  being  a  multi  gas  detector  or  sensor 
unit.  This  device  allows  firefighters  to  detect  combustible  gases  such  as  natural 
gas  and  propane,  but  also  measures  the  amount  of  carbon  monoxide  in  an  atmos- 
phere. This  unit  has  received  almost  constant  use,  in  our  responses  to  numerous 
calls  for  the  new  carbon  monoxide  detectors  sounding  in  homes.  In  addition,  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Wakefield  donated  over  $  1,000  of  emergency  medical  equipment, 
and  the  Melrose-Wakefield  Hospital  donated  a  cardiac  defibrillator,  all  repre- 
senting over  $  10,000  in  equipment  donated  to  the  department  in  1995. 

Training  continues  to  be  an  important  aspect  of  the  operation  of  our  fire 
department.  On  November  27th,  1995,  Firefighter  Christopher  J.  Smith  gradu- 
ated from  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  11  week  Recruit  Training 
Program.  Firefighters  Smith  and  Francis  R.  Hudson  completed  a  forty-hour  Fire 
Academy  Pumper  Operation  course,  and  Fire  Captain  Peter  E.  Hubbard  com- 
pleted a  forty-hour  Fire  Investigation  course.  The  Fire  Academy  also  conducted 
an  8  hour  Search  and  Rescue  training  class  here  in  Wakefield,  using  their  spe- 
cially designed  maze  trailer. 

In  house  training  during  1995  included  our  annual  First  Responder  / 
E.M.T.  /  C.P.R.  refresher  training,  a  course  on  natural  gas  emergencies  provided 
by  Tenneco  Gas  Co.,  and  Jack  Fenton,  the  M.G.L.D.  Safety  Engineer  provided 
training  on  electrical  manhole  fires  and  rescue.  The  department  also  continues 
to  work  with  local  manufacturing  companies  in  conducting  pre-fire  planning  - 
tours  of  their  facilities. 

A  new  training  opportunity  that  we  utilized  in  1995,  was  in  June  when  fif- 
teen (15)  members  of  the  department  traveled  to  Logan  Airport.  Massport  fire- 
fighters provided  us  with  specialized  training  on  fighting  flammable  liquid  fires

with  foam.  This  was  a  terrific  training  experience  for  our  personnel,  whereas  we 
are  unable  to  conduct  such  training  here  in  Wakefield. 

In  the  area  of  Fire  Prevention  and  Fire  Safety  Education,  the  department 
continues  to  be  aggressive.  During  1995,  every  commercial  and  industrial  occu- 
pancy in  Wakefield  received  a  fire  prevention  inspection  by  on  duty  and  in  ser- 
vice firefighters.  The  schools,  nursing  homes,  and  lodging  houses  were  inspected 
quarterly,  and  fire  drills  conducted  in  the  schools  as  well.  We  again  held  a  very 
successful  "OPEN  HOUSE"  at  the  Headquarters  station  in  October,  and  spon- 
sored a  fire  safety  booth  at  the  Festival  by  the  Lake  in  June.  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  Lieutenant  Michael  J.  Sullivan  continues  an  excellent  fire  safety  educa- 
tion program  in  the  elementary  and  middle  schools,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  in  October  of  1995,  Wakefield  was  awarded  a  $  10,000  state  sponsored 
S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  Fire  Education)  grant,  with  which  we  hope  to  sup- 
port a  school  fire  safety  program  similar  to  the  very  successful  D.A.R.E.  program.

This  year  the  Town  added  eight  new  alarm  boxes  to  our  alarm  system  —  7 
master  boxes  and  1  street  box  —  along  with  running  4,300  feet  of  red  fire  alarm 
wire  (C-wire). 

There  were  no  major  problems  with  any  of  the  traffic  intersections  this 
year.  I  met  with  the  Engineers  of  the  Albion  Street  Traffic  Light  Project  which 
includes  improvements  of  the  Main  Street  @  North  Avenue  and  North  Avenue  @ 
Prospect  Street  intersections.  On  November  12,  1995  at  the  intersection  of  Elm 
Street  @  MacArthur  Road  in  Stoneham,  a  13,800  volt  wire  belonging  to  Boston 
Edison  came  down  during  a  wind  storm  across  a  Stoneham  Fire  Dept.  alarm 
wire  and  traveled  into  Wakefield  Fire  Headquarters  via  the  alarm  wire  and 
entered  one  of  our  cabinets  containing  the  Mutual  Aid  Relays  which  caused  the 
destruction  of  the  cabinet  to  the  sum  of  $5,400.00.  At  this  time,  Town  Counsel, 
Thomas  Mullen  is  in  correspondence  with  Boston  Edison  to  take  care  of  our 
claim.

Emergency  Management 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  serves  as  the  local  branch  of  the 
Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency  (M.E.M.A.),  and  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (F.E.M.A.)  The  Emergency  Management 
Agency  is  actually  the  successor  to  the  Civil  Defense  Department,  except  that 
the  focus  of  the  agency  has  moved  from  preparedness  /  protection  from  nuclear 
attack  to  preparedness  from  natural  disasters,  (hurricanes,  blizzards,  torna- 
does) and  hazardous  materials  incidents,  (chemical  spills,  etc.) 

Retired  Fire  Chief  William  P.  Hurton  retired  as  Director  on  June  30,  1995, 
and  was  succeeded  by  the  current  Fire  Chief,  David  L.  Parr.  Retired  Chief  Hur- 
ton served  as  Director  since  October  10,  1967,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  many 
years  of  service. 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  is  presently  working  on  updating  our 
Local  Emergency  Plan,  which  serves  as  a  blueprint  for  local  response  to  a  seri- 
ous natural  disaster  or  hazardous  materials  incident,  that  would  require  evacu- 
ations of  persons  from  their  homes  /  employment  to  temporary  shelters.  We 
hope  to  complete  the  updating  of  this  plan  and  submitting  same  to  the  state 
during  1996. 

In  addition,  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  operates  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Emergency  Management  Agency.  A  group  of  eight  (8)  volunteer  Auxiliary 
Firefighters  provide  support  services  to  the  fire  department  and  maintain  the 
Auxiliary  Lighting  Unit,  a  1971  Mack  Truck  that  is  used  to  illuminate  emer- 
gency situations,  including  fires,  accidents,  water  main  breaks,  etc.  Auxiliary 
Captain  Russell  Barr  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire 
Department,  assisted  by  Auxiliary  Lieutenant  Kevin  Boyle. 

My  gratitude  to  all  of  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  for 
their  continued  service  to  the  Town  of  Wakefield.

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The  Wakefield  Board  of  Health,  during  the  year  1995,  has  continued  to 
focus  on  health  prevention  through  immunizations,  public  clinics,  and  through 
the  immunization/health  program  for  the  Town  citizens. 

A  Flu/Pneumonia  Clinic  was  held  on  October  31st,  November  1st  and 
November  15th  at  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

There  was  a  total  of  9,000  vaccine  doses,  including  the  flu  and  penumonia 
vaccine  and  various  other  vaccines  such  as  polio,  measles,  mumps,  rubella, 
diptheria,  tetnus  and  pertussis,  and  hepatitis-b,  etc.  administered  to  Wakefield 
citizens. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  continued  to  do  Blood  Pressure  clinics  offered 
"free"  to  town  employees. 

The  Board  of  Health  also  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Melrose- Wake- 
field Hospital  on  their  Out-Of-Hospital  Sudden  Cardiac  Arrest  Survival  Project 
which  will  involve  as  its  goal  educating  the  entire  citizenry  of  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  in  CPR. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  continuing  to  receive  grant  funding  for  its  Tobacco 
Program.  This  year's  award  was  in  the  amount  of  $81,580.00  for  this  community 
as  well  as  Lynnfield  and  Melrose,  who  are  part  of  the  grant.  The  grant  is  expect- 
ed to  continue  through  1996-1997. 

The  Board  of  Health  addresses  important  environmental  issues,  water  test- 
ing at  Lake  Quannapowitt,  the  mosquito  control  program,  which  focuses  on 
water  management  and  limited  amount  spraying.  There  are  radon  test  kits, 
which  are  available  in  the  Health  Office. 

The  Board  of  Health  supports  the  Articles  of  East  Middlesex  Association 
for  Retarded  Citizens,  Eastern  Middlesex  Human  Services,  and  East  Middlesex 
Mosquito  Control  Project. 

The  second  annual  Board  of  Health  Humanitarian  Award  was  this  year 
presented  to  Mary  Ellen  Donahue  of  the  Visiting  Nurses  of  Middlesex-East  for 
her  many  years  of  dedicated  community  service  to  the  people  of  Wakefield  and 
her  nursing  profession.  This  award  was  an  inspiration  of  Board  of  Health  Chair- 
man Samuel  J.  Stella.

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Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 


The  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  was  chartered  in  1963  to  provide  housing 
for  low  income  elders,  families,  and  the  disabled.  All  of  its  projected  income  and 
expenditures  are  approved  either  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD)  or  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

I.  Description  of  current  housing  programs 

Four  developments  were  funded  by  grants  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development  (EOCD):  Hart's  Hill  (667-C)  contains  116  one- 
bedroom  units  built  in  1965  and  1968  for  elderly/handicapped  people;  Lincoln 
School  (667-3)  opened  in  1980  and  contains  10  elderly/handicapped  one  bedroom 
units  and  three  units  of  congregate  housing  for  15  clients;  38  and  40  Hart's  Hill 
Road  (689-1)  which  opened  in  1990  provides  residential  facilities  for  8  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Health  clients;  eight  apartments  of  two  bedrooms  each  (705) 
were  acquired  in  1981.  A  forty  unit  building  for  elderly/handicapped  (Crystal 
View  Apartments  74-1)  was  completed  in  1981  using  funds  received  from  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  Two  programs 
of  leased  housing  are  provided:  181  Section  8  portable  certificates  and  vouchers 
funded  by  HUD  and  a  28  unit  State  Rental  Housing  Program. 

II.  Eligibility  criteria  for  each  housing  program 

The  eligibility  criteria  varies  from  program  to  program.  They  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  or  calling  the  Housing  Authority.  At  the  present  time  the 
only  waiting  lists  open  are  those  for  one  bedroom  elderly/handicapped  applicants. 

III.  Financial  information 

The  most  recent  audit  of  the  Authority's  finances  (FY'94)  is  available  to  the 
public  for  viewing  at  the  Authority's  offices  at  26  Crescent  Street. 

IV.  Activities  during  past  year 

The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  awarded  the  Authori- 
ty a  CIAP  modernization  grant  of  $391,000  to  do  envelope  and  building  repairs 
at  the  Crystal  View  Apartments.  The  previous  year's  CIAP  grant  has  been  par- 
tially spent  on  new  more-handicap  accessible  doors  and  the  repaving  and  paint- 
ing of  the  parking  lot.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  one  of  the  705  houses  and  repairs 
to  four  bathrooms  are  in  process.  EOCD  has  appropriated  modernization  funds 
to  make  repairs  to  the  cement  stairs  at  the  Hart's  Hill  Complex.  Work  will  be 
done  in  early  Spring  1996. 

Administrative  staff  include  Mary  S.  Sweeney,  Executive  Director;  Rita 
McNamara,  Housing  Manager;  Myra  Bartlett,  Bookkeeper/Office  Manager; 
Frances  Ales,  Leased  Housing  Administrator,  Suzanne  Doucette,  Leased  Housing 
Assistant;  Dorothy  Indeck  Office/Maintenance  Assistant;  Beth  Greenberg,  Tenant 
Services  Coordinator;  and  Sandra  Reiniger,  Family  Resource  Coordinator.  Burl 
Whelchel,  Eugene  Ruggiero  and  Richard  Custodio  maintain  all  properties.

Council  on  Aging  —  1995 


The  main  function  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging  is  service  to  the  over 
5000  Senior  Citizens  60  years  of  age  and  over. 


SERVICES 
1.  The  COA  office  relocated  to  the  Lincoln  School  House  in  1981  and  the 
Mealsite/Senior  Center  opened  in  January,  1984. 

2.  Van  Service  —  Transportation  to  doctors,  dentists,  hospitals,  therapy, 
grocery  shopping,  mealsite,  voting  and  group  activities.  Transportation  also 
provided  three  days  a  week  from  Geriatric  Day  Care  Center.  Melrose- 
Wakefield  Hospital  now  provides  a  van  two  days  a  week,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, to  transport  patients  to  appointments  at  the  Hospital  and  to  doctors 
affiliated  with  MWH. 

3.  Income  Tax  Assistance  —  Free  assistance  given  by  Sol  Musicof  and 
William  Joyce. 

4.  Newsletter  —  Monthly.  Paid  for  by  the  advertising  it  contains.  The  newslet- 
ter is  issued  twelve  times  a  year  and  mailed  four  times  a  year. 

5.  ID  Cards  —  Issued  to  those  persons  60  years  of  age  and  older.  The  card  enti- 
tles the  holder  to  discounts  at  local  stores,  musical  and  athletic  events  at  the 
High  School.  MBTA  ID  cards  available  at  office  in  the  spring. 

6.  Job  Service  —  The  Director  maintains  a  file  of  persons  seeking  employment 
on  a  part-time  basis. 

7.  Problem  Solving  —  Questions  pertaining  to  insurance,  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  medical  transportation,  home  care,  24-hour  invalid  care,  nursing 
homes,  Meals  on  Wheels,  food  stamps,  day  care  for  the  elderly  are  asked  and 
referrals  are  made  to  the  proper  agencies  for  assistance. 

8.  Publicity  —  All  Council  activities  are  publicized  through  the  Wakefield 
Chronicle,  Item,  Wakefield  Observer,  the  Council  Newsletter  and  Cable  TV, 
Senior  Access,  Channel  14. 

9.  Invalid  Appliances  —  The  Council  office  provides  wheel  chairs,  canes, 
walkers,  and  other  appliances  on  loan. 

10.  Free  Legal  Service  —  is  provided  by  the  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  at 
the  Council  office  the  second  Monday  of  the  month.  This  is  by  appointment 
only. 


PROGRAMS 
1.    Health  Clinics  —  were  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  the  Greenwood 
Union  Church  and  the  Council  office.  Visiting  Nurses  of  Middlesex  East 
and  the  Melrose- Wakefield  Hospital  Home  Health  Care  conduct  the  clinics. 
They  take  blood  pressure,  check  weight,  and  review  health  problems. 
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2.  Flu  Clinics  —  The  director  assists  the  Board  of  Health  and  supplies  volun- 
teers for  the  flu  clinics. 

3.  Informative  Programs  —  Alzheimer's  Program,  Memory  Enhancement, 
Breast  Cancer,  Estate  Planning,  Secure  Horizons,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield. 

4.  YMCA  has  time  set  aside  for  Senior  Citizens  to  swim. 

5.  A  group  of  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  organized  to  help  the  Coun- 
cil purchase  items  not  included  in  their  budget. 

6.  Notary  Public  available  by  appointment  —  no  charge.

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Report  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works 

As  required  by  Chapter  48  of  the  Acts  of  1950,  an  Act  authorizing  the  Town 
of  Wakefield  to  establish  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  I  respectfully  submit  a  report 
of  the  work  accomplished  in  1995  with  thoughts  for  the  future. 

1.  In  1995,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  negotiated  and  then  executed  a  new 
fifteen  year  refuse  disposal  contract  with  Ogden  Martin  of  Haverhill,  MA.  As  a 
result  of  this  new  contract  and  new  contracts  for  refuse  collection  and  the  collec- 
tion of  recyclables,  the  Town  will  realize  a  savings  of  over  $300,000  per  year  in 
next  year's  refuse/recycling  program. 

2.  In  1995,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
began  a  "Recycling  Report  Card"  Program  in  an  attempt  to  evaluate  each  com- 
munities' recycling  program.  The  35%  of  solid  waste  recycled  by  the  Town, 
earned  Wakefield  an  A. 

3.  The  yardwaste  recycling  program  conducted  at  the  Nahant  Street  site 
continues  to  provide  savings  for  the  Town.  In  1995  over  $70,000  in  reduced  dis- 
posal costs  and  loam  and  gravel  purchases,  was  realized  as  a  result  of  this  pro- 
gram. 

4.  In  May  of  this  year,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  hired  the  engineering 
firm  of  Louis  Berger  &  Associates  to  design  the  North  Avenue  Traffic  Improve- 
ment Project.  This  project  will  consist  of  new  traffic  signals  at  the  Church 
Street/Prospect  Street;  Albion  Street  and  Main  Street  intersections  with  North 
Avenue,  and  roadway  improvements  along  this  corridor.  With  the  help  of  both 
Senator  Tisei  and  Representative  Cresta,  the  Board  also  secured  state  funding 
for  this  design,  and  is  now  pursuing  State  andVor  Federal  funding  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  important  project. 

5.  The  D.P.W.  continued  its  water  main  replacement  program  in  1995. 
Since  this  program  began  in  1991,  over  five  (5)  miles  of  old  deteriorated  water 
mains  have  been  either  replaced  or  cleaned  and  lined,  at  a  cost  of  over  $1.4  mil- 
lion. It  is  estimated  that  over  $10  million  will  be  necessary  to  replace  all  the 
Town's  old  unlined  water  mains. 

6.  In  1995  the  D.P.W.  undertook  a  sewer  system  inflow/infiltration  (1/1) 
removal  project,  using  funds  for  the  MWRA's  VI  Local  Financial  Assistance  Pro- 
gram. This  project  consisted  of  sewer  pipe  repair  and  joint  sealing,  and  manhole 
rehabilitation.  Since  the  MWRA  instituted  a  partial  sewer  flow  based  assess- 
ment methodology  in  1995,  any  extraneous  wastewater  flow  that  can  be 
removed  from  the  Town's  sewer  system,  will  benefit  the  Town  with  a  lower  sew- 
er assessment  from  the  MWRA. 

7.  During  1995,  the  D.P.W.  saw  Edward  Bradbury  retire  in  February  after 
twenty-five  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  The  Department  was  saddened  to  hear 
that  in  October  Ed  passed  away.  On  behalf  of  the  D.P.W.  and  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works  our  condolences  go  out  to  Ed's  family. 

For  details  of  Department  accomplishments,  I  refer  you  to  the  attached 
reports.  In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  following  supervisors  for  their 
support  during  calendar  year  1995  and  for  their  assistance  in  preparing  this 
report.

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 
All  engineering  design  for  the  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewers, 
water  mains,  etc.  are  performed  by  this  division.  This  division  also  conducts 
engineering  studies  and  reviews  plans  for  various  Town  departments.  The 
inspection  of  construction  by  contractors  and  Town  forces  is  also  accomplished 
by  the  engineering  division. 

Roadways: 

A.  Inspections  were  conducted  for  the  following  developments,  Foxhill 
Estates,  Alyssa  Drive,  Williams  Street,  Wicker  Lane,  and  Evangelista  Way. 

B.  We  are  working  with  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  to  make 
improvements  to  North  Avenue  from  Church  Street  to  Main  Street.  Initial  study 
of  the  area  shows  the  need  for  replacing  all  existing  traffic  signals  and  also 
adding  signals  at  the  intersection  of  Albion  Street.  Coordination  with  the  MBTA 
will  hopefully  result  in  sidewalks  being  installed  on  the  west  side  of  North 
Avenue  by  the  commuter  rail  parking.  Partial  funding  for  the  project  is  being 
provided  by  the  State  1995  Transportation  Bond  Bill. 

Sidewalks: 

A.  A  cost  estimate  was  prepared  for  sidewalk  on  Salem  Street  to  Wharton 
Park. 

B.  A  cost  estimate  was  prepared  for  Hopkins  Street  sidewalk  from  Prospect 
Street  to  Tarrant  Lane. 

Buildings: 

A.  Plans  and  specifications  and  construction  oversight  was  provided  for  the 
brick  chimney  removal  project  at  the 

Broadway  Treatment  Plant. 

B.  Plans  and  specifications  and  construction  oversight  was  provided  for  the 
Wheelchair  Ramp  Project  at  Town  Hall. 

Water: 

A.  Plans,  quantities,  contract  documents  and  -specifications,  were  prepared 
for  bidding  and  construction  inspections  services  were  provided  for  Contract 
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#95-Wl  Elm  Street  at  Prospect  Street  to  Elm  Crest  Road  involving  installation 
of  approximately  2,538  l.f.  of  8"  Class  52  ductile  iron  water  main. 

B.  Services  were  provided  to  the  Water  Division  for  locating  and  marking 
water  mains  and  inspections  of  new  water  connections  as  required. 

Sewers: 

A.  Inspection  services  for  the  construction  of  57  new  water  services  and  65 
new  sewer  services  was  provided  to  the  Sewer  and  Water  Division. 

B.  Coordinate  implementation  of  sewer  systems  rehabilitation  contract  -  36 
sewer  manholes  with  a  total  height  of  246  vertical  feet  were  chemically  sealed. 

C.  Cleaned  and  inspected  5,200  l.f.  of  8"  sewer,  580  l.f.  of  6"  sewer,  and 
11,600  l.f.  of  various  sizes. 

Drainage: 

A.  Drainage  and  roadway  plans  were  prepared  for  the  following  locations, 
Montrose  Avenue,  Jordan  Avenue,  Mansfield  Drive,  Tobey  Lane,  Aldrich  Road 
and  Forest  Glade  Cemetery. 

Surveys: 

A.  Street  line  determinations  were  made  at  various  locations  at  the  request 
of  other  D.P.W.  divisions  and  Town  departments. 

B.  Field  survey  for  new  basketball  court  at  J.J.  Round  playground. 

C.  Field  survey  for  "T"  ball  diamonds  at  Mapleway  and  J.J.  Round  play- 
grounds. 

D.  Survey  work  was  conducted  at  the  Forest  Glade  Cemetery  to  layout 
grave  lots. 

E.  Survey  services  were  supplied  to  layout  the  new  bituminous  concrete 
sidewalk  on  the  northerly  side  of  Salem  Street  from  Vernon  Street  to  Wharton 
Park. 

F.  Field  survey  for  future  water  main  replacement  on  Hamilton  Road,  Jef- 
ferson Road  and  Wakefield  Avenue. 

Drafting: 

A.  The  record  drawing  update  which  began  in  1988  continued  through 
1995. 

B.  All  Town  Atlases,  Water  Ties  books  and  cards,  Cemetery  Plans,  and 
Assessors  Maps  were  updated  to  reflect  the  activity  of  the  past  year. 

C.  Drafting  services  were  provided  to  various  D.P.W.  divisions  as  well  as 
other  Town  departments. 

D.  Plans  were  prepared  from  field  survey  notes  for  future  water  main 
replacement  for  Coolidge  Park,  Swansea  Road,  Harwick  Road  and  Shetland 
Road. 

E.  A  Computer  Aided  Design  (CAD)  system  was  purchased. 

GARAGE  DIVISION 

The  Garage  Division  is  responsible  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  all 
DPW,  Police,  Fire,  School,  Council  of  Aging,  Dog  Officer,  and  Building  Inspector 
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Vehicles.  The  division  provides  preventative  maintenance  on  a  scheduled  daily 
basis  for  over  150  pieces  of  equipment.  All  minor  repairs  and  most  major  repairs 
are  done  in  house.  During  this  year  a  new  vehicle  diagnostic  computer  was  pur- 
chased to  allow  the  mechanics  to  troubleshoot  and  diagnose  the  new  computer 
controlled  vehicles.

SEWER  DIVISION 
The  Sewer  Division  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  operating  and 
maintaining  the  Sewer  Pumping  Stations  and  related  systems.  At  the  present 
time,  the  Town  is  approximately  98%  sewered.  The  Town  sewerage  is  sent  to  the 
MWRA  for  treatment.  In  1995,  the  MWRA  changed  their  billing  structure  to 
include  charges  based  partially  on  flow,  and  not  just  on  population  as  has  previ- 
ously been  the  case.  To  reduce  the  wastewater  flow  in  our  sanitary  sewers,  the 
Department  has  embarked  on  a  program  to  remove  clean  water  from  the  sys- 
tem. These  programs  include  the  sewer  and  manhole  rehabilitation  project 
undertaken  by  the  Engineering  Division,  and  the  sump  pump  removal  program 
of  the  Water  &  Sewer  Division.  Any  reduction  in  these  flows  will  help  reduce  the 
Town's  sewer  assessment.

The  School  Committee  extended  congratulations  to  William  Skulley  on  his 
re-election  and  congratulations  Patricia  Buker  and  Christine  Bridges  on  their 
election  to  the  board.  They  extended  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bettano 
and  Ms.  Tecce  for  their  contributions  to  the  School  Committee. 

Facilities 

1995  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  where  a  complete  review  of  existing 
school  facilities  was  completed  and  a  comprehensive  plan  developed  to  address 
school  facility  needs,  district  wide,  for  the  next  20-50  years.  In  November,  1995 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  approved,  with  a  82%  majority,  a  plan  to  consolidate 
the  present  7  elementary  schools  into  3  new  elementary  school,  housing  approxi- 
mately 525  students  each  in  grades  K-5.  The  total  cost  of  the  plan  was  37.6  mil- 
lion dollars  with  64%  or  24.5  million  dollars  funded  by  the  State  and  the 
remaining  13.5  million  funded  locally.  A  January,  1996  debt  exclusion  ballot 
vote  defeated  the  plan  by  a  2-1  margin  and  sent  the  School  Committee  and 
Administration  back  to  the  drawing  board. 

Reorganization  of  AtwelJ/Garvin 

1995  saw  the  consolidation  of  the  Atwell  Intermediate  School  (grades  5  & 
6)  and  the  Galvin  Junior  High  School  (grades  7  &  8),  under  a  new  leadership 
team  led  by  Principal  Margaret  McGrath,  into  a  grade  5-8  Middle  School.  The 
school  was  renamed  for  General  John  R.  Galvin,  a  long  time  favorite  son  of 
Wakefield. 
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Personnel  Changes 

Under  the  leadership  of  second-year  Superintendent  of  Schools  Terrance 
Holmes,  the  district  experienced  significant  changes  in  administrative  leadership. 
Long  time  Principal  John  Sardella  retired  and  was  replaced  by  Margaret  McGrath. 
Albert  Generazzo,  retired  as  Acting  Principal  at  the  Atwell.  Dr.  Paula  Mullen, 
Athletic  Director  and  Dr.  Robert  Bennett,  Science  Chairman  at  Wakefield  High 
School  became  Assistant  Principals  at  the  Galvin  Middle  School.  Mr.  Herbert 
Levine,  former  principal  in  Chelmsford,  became  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Ms.  Rosemary  DiTullio,  former  principal  in  Winthrop,  filled  the  newly  created 
position  of  Director  of  Curriculum  and  Instruction.  Mr.  Barry  Haley,  former  Athlet- 
ic Director  at  Maiden  Catholic  and  Bedford,  became  the  new  Director  of  Athletics 
and  Student  Activites.  Mr.  Dennis  O'Leary  became  the  new  Assistant  Principal  at 
Wakefield  Memorial  High  School.  Also,  Roy  Robblee  took  over  as  Supervisor  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds  when  Timothy  Healy  accepted  a  position  in  Chelsea. 

The  system  saw  a  number  of  their  employees  retire:  Robert  Brown,  Albert 
Generazzo,  Donald  Shanahan,  John  Sardella,  Mary  Riley,  Wilbur  Halliday,  Ger- 
ald Callagy,  Joan  Peach,  Tom  Merchant,  Nancy  Wilson,  Mary  Ann  Doherty, 
Robert  Bennett,  Tony  Cerullo,  Nancy  Green,  Jane  Rodd,  Pat  Carlson,  Marie 
Crouse,  Mary  Callahan,  Nina  McCarty  and  Flora  Formosi. 

Education  Reform 

Educational  Reform  moved  into  its  third  year  with  major  initiatives  in  Pro- 
fessional Development,  Recertification  of  all  professional  staff,  staff  evaluation 
and  Time  &  Learning.  Change  is  everywhere  and  while  it  is  exciting,  it  is  also 
presenting  its  share  of  challenges  for  all  involved. 

Special  Events 

Emily  Rumpel,  a  student  at  the  Galvin  Middle  School,  was  awarded  a 
"National  Caring  Award"  for  her  work  to  collect  textbooks  to  send  to  South  Africa. 

Helena  Joly  was  honored  in  November,  1995  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Award  for  highest  ranking  senior. 

Nellie  Taylor  was  recognized  in  October,  1995  for  her  efforts  to  save  the  life 
of  a  young  neighbor  who  had  fallen  into  a  swimming  pool. 

In  total,  1995  was  a  great  year  for  public  education.  The  new  administra- 
tive leadership,  with  the  tools  outlined  in  the  1993  Educational  Reform,  began 
many  new  initiatives  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  Wakefield.  While 
there  is  much  yet  to  be  done,  we  have  taken  those  important  first  steps.

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Installed  new  aluminum  bleacher  seats  and  footboards  on  visitors  side 
at  Landrigan  Field; 

Transferred  teaching  stations  from  Hurd  School  to  Dolbeare  School; 
Installed  ramp  and  doorway  to  provide  barrier-free  access  to  first  floor 
at  Greenwood  School; 

Modified  High  School  classrooms  to  create  computer  laboratory  facility; 
Resurfaced  Dolbeare  parking  lot; 
Installed  new  entrance  doors  —  Yeuell  School; 

Installed  new  entrance  to  Athletic  Trainer  Office  at  High  School  to  pro- 
vide unisex  access;

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library 

Each  year,  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  approves  and  adopts  policies, 
maintains  trust  funds  and  works  with  the  Director  and  staff  to  provide  and  pro- 
mote library  resources  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

In  1995.  Wakefield  voters  re-elected  Tim  Healy,  Peter  Scott  and  Bernard 
Spielman  to  three  year  terms.  Harold  Regan  served  as  Chair  in  1995,  Mary  Vin- 
cent was  Vice-Chair  and  Kristina  Carrick  was  Secretary. 

In  1995,  the  Board  amended  and  adopted  policies  regarding  selection  of  compact 
discs  and  videocassettes,  and  wages  for  library  pages. 

Library  trust  fund  money  was  used  this  year  to  fund  visiting  author  Susan 
Meddaugh,  who  spoke  to  Wakefield  third  graders.  Trust  funds  paid  for  summer 
reading  and  young  adult  programs,  and  purchased  computers  for  the  Youth 
Room  and  technical  services  group,  as  well  as  two  new  printers. 

In  1995  the  Board  shepherded  the  library's  building  renovation  program 
towards  a  successful  vote  at  Town  Meeting  in  November.  Individual  trustees 
spent  many  hours  serving  on  other  town  committees  related  to  the  building  ren- 
ovation and  to  the  town's  overall  capital  needs. 

Again  this  year  the  Trustees  are  grateful  to  the  active  and  supportive 
Friends  of  the  Library.  The  Friends'  annual  book  sale  netted  about  $3000.  The 
group  granted  a  $15,000  "Wish  List"  to  the  Library,  which  included  the  very 
popular  and  well-used  museum  passes  (a  new  Pass  to  the  Computer  Museum 
was  added  this  year).  The  Friends  also  paid  for  new  Youth  Room  toys,  for  addi- 
tional public  access  computers  and  printers,  and  for  a  new  laser  scanner  for  the 
Circulation  Desk.  The  Friends  continued  to  add  to  the  Children's  Video,  Audio, 
and  Rental  Books  collections  and  began  a  collection  of  videos  for  adults.  The 
group  supported  the  planned  building  renovation,  and  individual  Friends  volun- 
teered their  time  to  disseminate  information  about  the  project. 

In  1995  many  Wakefield  residents  and  organizations  made  generous  gifts 
to  the  library,  adopted  magazines  or  donated  books  in  memory  of  loved  ones.  All 
these  gifts  are  deeply  appreciated. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  to  all  the  library  volunteers  who  contribute  so 
much  with  their  generous  gifts  of  time  and  talent. 

The  Trustees  are  thankful  to  serve  in  a  town  which  so  clearly  supports  its 
public  library.  Thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield  for  their  good  will  and 
patronage. 

The  Board  commends  the  library  staff  and  the  Director  for  their  hard  work, 
dedication  and  welcoming  attitudes  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

During  the  early  months  of  1995,  the  Library  Building  Study  Committee  and 
the  architectural  firm  of  Childs  Bertman  Tseckares  Inc.  completed  the  schematic 
development  phase  of  library  renovation  plans.  Chairman  Peter  Scott  provided 
leadership  for  the  work  of  committee  members  Gray  Sawyer  (Secretary),  Kent 
Fletcher,  Tim  Healy,  Henry  McConville,  Rozelin  Spielman  and  Mary  Vincent.  The 
Committee  submitted  a  progress  report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  at  which  the 
Board  of  Library  Trustees  secured  approval  for  the  proposed  design. 

The  Library  applied  for  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  Public  Library 
Construction  program.  Staff  members  Mary  Lyons  and  Mark  Sardella  con- 
tributed considerable  personal  time  to  the  development  of  the  grant  proposal 
submitted  in  early  March.  On  July  13,  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
announced  that  Wakefield  was  awarded  $1,772,477  toward  its  $5  million  project. 

As  the  scope  of  the  project  required  that  library  operations  relocate  during 
construction,  temporary  sites  were  investigated.  The  Hurd  School  was  problem- 
atic because  of  poor  handicapped  accessibility  and  because  of  its  limited  capacity 
to  bear  the  weight  of  book  stacks.  The  Savings  Bank  came  forward  with  an  offer 
for  10,000  square  feet  of  space  at  Lakeside  Office  Park,  free  of  charge,  that  met 
the  library's  requirements.  Their  offer  was  enthusiastically  accepted. 

Trustee  Ellen  Cope  Flanagan  served  as  the  library's  representative  to  the  Town 
Capital  Outlay  Committee,  chaired  by  William  Kilmartin,  which  assessed  and  priori- 
tized the  capital  project  proposals  submitted  by  various  boards  and  committees.  The 
committee  voted  in  late  October  to  favorably  recommend  the  library  renovation. 

In  early  November,  the  Finance  Committee  decided  to  fund  the  library 
within  the  existing  revenue  stream  under  Proposition  2  1/2.  With  a  preamble  by 
Finance  Committee  Chairman  Tom  Goodwin,  the  case  for  the  library  renovation 
was  made  to  Town  Meeting  on  November  30  by  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Trustees  Harold  Regan,  Library  Building  Study  Committee  Chairman 
Peter  Scott,  and  the  Library  Director.  Voters  approved  the  appropriation  and 
necessary  borrowing  for  the  project,  453  to  23. 

At  the  close  of  1995,  the  Town  Moderator  was  accepting  applications  for 
appointments  to  the  Library  Building  Committee.

READERS'  AND  INFORMATION  SERVICES 

Membership  in  the  NOBLE  network  allowed  the  library  to  offer  two  excit- 
ing new  services  this  year.  First,  the  library  introduced  an  electronic  periodicals 
database  (EBSCO  MasterFile)  which  provides  indexing  and  summaries  of  over 
2,000  magazines  and  their  articles.  The  complete  text  of  articles  is  available  for 
approximately  650  of  those  magazine  titles.  This  source  gives  library  patrons 
greatly  increased  access  to  academic,  business,  or  medical  journals  that  a  local 
library  could  not  otherwise  provide. 

Second,  the  library  began  providing  access  to  the  Internet  early  this  year 
from  the  online  catalog  terminals  throughout  the  building.  Not  only  does  Inter- 
net access  make  available  a  wealth  of  new  information  to  patrons  and  librari- 
ans, but  it  also  allows  those  who  have  no  computer  at  home  to  explore  the  Inter- 
net and  develop  online  skills.  The  library  began  training  sessions  on  the  Inter- 
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net  and  other  electronic  sources  in  the  reference  section  and  these  proved  to  be 
quite  popular.  This  summer,  Beebe  Library  inaugurated  a  new  electronic  mail 
address  (wakefieldlibrary@noble.mass.edu)  which  enables  patrons  with  e-mail 
accounts  to  request  or  renew  materials,  request  interlibrary  loans,  or  get  gener- 
al information,  all  via  electronic  mail.  The  library's  online  catalog  of  holdings  is 
also  available  from  home  via  the  Internet  by  telnetting  to  the  address: 
public.noble.mass.edu. 

Competition  for  the  many  popular  reference  sources  on  CD-ROM  was  alle- 
viated by  the  addition  of  two  new  workstations  in  the  reference  area.  With  a 
total  of  three  computers,  patrons  now  are  less  likely  to  have  to  wait  to  use  elec- 
tronic databases  such  as  the  Boston  Globe,  Massachusetts  laws  and  regulations, 
and  complete  phone  listings  for  the  entire  country. 

Thanks  to  a  generous  donation  of  funds  from  the  Friends  of  the  Beebe 
Library,  the  public  can  now  use  a  Power  Macintosh  computer  and  an  IBM  com- 
patible Pentium  computer,  both  of  which  have  attached  inkjet  printers  and  mul- 
timedia capabilities.  A  range  of  software  is  available  on  both  machines,  includ- 
ing word  processing,  database  and  spreadsheet  functions,  and  multimedia  CD- 
ROMs  such  as  Grolier's  Multimedia  Encyclopedia  and  an  interactive  resume 
and  job  interview  package.  The  response  to  this  new  equipment  has  been  enthu- 
siastic, with  both  machines  in  use  virtually  every  day  since  their  introduction 
just  after  Labor  Day. 

Overall  usage  of  the  reference  department's  services  has  continued  to  increase 
dramatically.  General  reference  transactions  are  up  17%  from  the  previous  year  for 
a  grand  total  of  30,922  inquiries,  and  interlibrary  loan  requests  have  increased  a 
dramatic  36%  with  Wakefield  borrowing  and  lending  a  total  of  6,187  items.

YOUTH  SERVICES 

Early  Childhood  Activities 

The  library  holds  story  hours  to  introduce  young  children  to  books  and  the 
library.  Parents,  grandparents  and  caretakers  are  urged  to  include  books  in  all 
kinds  of  exploration  with  their  children.  Books  are  displayed  on  subjects  of  cur- 
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rent  interest  to  children,  and  librarians  often  help  parents  and  children  find 
books  that  have  been  shared  in  story  hours.  This  fall  brought  three  changes  in 
the  format  of  our  story  hours.  A  drop-in  story  hour  is  held  on  Saturday  mornings. 
Two  five-year  old  programs  and  two  story  hours  for  two-year  olds  were  added. 

Directors  of  early  childhood  learning  centers  met  with  parents  at  the 
library  and  on  cable  television  in  January  to  talk  about  the  experiences  children 
have  in  Wakefield  preschool  facilities.  This  particular  program  was  hampered 
by  power  failure,  but  the  audience  continued  to  ask  questions  until  long  after 
the  lights  went  back  on. 

Grade  School  Activities 

With  the  return  to  school  in  September,  the  library's  traditional  role  as  a 
place  to  get  help  with  homework  reemerges.  Teachers,  parents,  grandparents 
and  children  of  all  ages  turn  to  the  library  for  children's  material,  book  and  non- 
book. 

Teachers  both  bring  and  send  children  to  the  library  in  search  of  informa- 
tion for  assignments  and  because  they  recognize  the  library  as  a  source  of  inde- 
pendent learning.  With  computers  taking  over  from  the  card  catalogue,  students 
and  parents  have  extra  need  for  assistance  finding  their  books.  Librarians  assist 
when  needed,  giving  instruction  to  class  groups  and  to  individual  library  users. 

Guest  speaker  Susan  Meddaugh,  who  was  here  for  Author- Illustrator  Day, 
told  stories  about  her  dog  Martha  that  were  as  droll  as  her  books  and  enter- 
tained third-graders  who  were  invited  to  the  library  for  the  event. 

The  Children's  Librarian  visits  schools  in  June  to  distribute  reading  lists 
and  information  on  the  Summer  Reading  Program.  The  graded  reading  lists 
with  a  mixture  of  new  and  old  titles  are  intended  to  stimulate  interest,  encour- 
age reading  practice,  and  develop  book  background.  This  year  the  custodian 
accompanied  the  librarian  dressed  as  a  giraffe. 

Young  Adults'  Activities 

The  Adopt-a-Shelf  program  continues  to  attract  new  participants  as  older 
ones  drop  out.  Currently  there  are  fifty-six.  Certificates  of  appreciation  were 
given  out  at  a  party  in  April,  small  prizes  were  given  out  monthly,  and  all  were 
invited  to  the  Thanks  for  Giving  party  in  November. 

A  Young  Adult  Advisory  Council  was  started  and  has  held  four  planning 
sessions  through  the  year.  "Kid-Approved"  books  and  videos  have  been  given 
stamps  of  this  group's  approval.  Future  plans  include  a  newsletter  and  a  survey. 

The  Young  Adult  Librarian  has  written  a  column  for  the  Item  which  high- 
lights new  books  and  points  out  subjects  and  genres  of  special  interest  to 
younger  as  well  as  older  children  and  their  parents. 

Summer  Reading  Program 

"Reading  is  Natural"  was  our  family-oriented  Summer  Reading  Program, 
organized  by  the  Regional  Library  System  as  a  continuing  state-wide  effort  to 
promote  libraries  and  reading.  Adults  as  well  as  children  participated  in  record- 
ing the  time  spent  reading.  Pre-readers  figure  substantially  in  the  library  sum- 
mer, attending  story  hours  and  programs,  but  school  children  are  the  central 
focus  with  activities  planned  to  keep  a  good  book  in  every  hand  whether  on 
vacation  or  at  home. 
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New  this  year  was  a  program  for  young  adults  (age  10  and  up)  in  which 
they  were  "older  buddies"  to  younger  children  (5-7),  meeting  at  the  library  for 
weekly  sessions  of  reading,  playing  games,  doing  crafts,  etc.  The  "older  buddies" 
were  trained.  Parents  of  younger  children  responded  to  this  new  introduction, 
which  attracted  sixty  participants. 

The  Babysitting  Clinic  was  run  by  volunteer  Cynthia  Johnson,  assisted  by 
Stephanie  Lopez  from  the  Children's  Gathering.  Twenty-five  prospective  sitters 
participated  in  the  training.  Several  of  the  children  who  attended  Liz  Freeman's 
Puppet  Workshop  were  attendees  from  last  year  and  thus  able  to  assist  in  this 
year's  production  on  the  basis  of  their  experience. 

The  Animal  Rescue  League  faced  a  crisis  the  morning  of  the  Pet  Show  and 
was  unable  to  attend  our  program.  With  no  previous  warning,  but  recognizing  a 
community  need,  Ruth  Moser  responded  to  a  phoned  request  to  share  the  judg- 
ing with  Esther  Nowell  and  the  Pet  Show  went  on  within  the  hour.

ADULT  LITERACY  PROGRAM 

The  Wakefield  Adult  Literacy  Workshop  follows  the  local  school  year.  The 
1994/1995  program  ended  in  June  of  1995  with  the  annual  potluck  dinner  on  the 
5th.  The  program  provided  services  to  73  learners  during  the  1994/1995  school 
year.  Fifty-eight  of  them  were  learners  of  English  as  a  second  language,  repre- 
senting 25  countries  and  20  primary  languages  from  around  the  world.  The 
remaining  students  were  native-born  English  speakers  practicing  reading,  writ- 
ing, and  math  skills.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June,  51  tutor/learner 
pairs  were  studying  together. 

At  least  10  tutors  kept  a  summer  schedule  with  their  learners.  Thirty-five 
tutor  learner  pairs  established  in  prior  years  started  studying  together  again  in 
September  of  1995,  and  25  new  pairs  joined  them  in  September,  October,  and 
November. 

As  of  December  31,  1995,  the  program  had  60  tutor  learner  pairs  partici- 
pating. Thirteen  of  these  were  studying  Basic  Reading  Skills  and  the  other  47 
were  pursuing  English  as  a  Second  Language.  The  ESL  learners  represent  19 
countries  and  speak  13  different  primary  languages.  Nineteen  of  the  learners 
were  new  to  the  Adult  Literacy  Workshop  in  September  of  1995,  as  were  18  of 
the  tutors. 

There  was  no  open  registration  again  this  year  because  there  were 
several  people  remaining  on  the  waiting  list  from  the  spring  semester,  and 
the  list  had  lengthened  over  the  summer  to  include  50  people.  In  Septem- 
ber and  October  the  waiting  list  grew  almost  as  quickly  as  learners  were 
paired  with  tutors.  As  of  December  31,  1995,  the  waiting  list  included  40 
learners. 

Volunteers  work  one-on-one  with  their  learners  for  approximately  two 
hours  per  week.  Forty-two  tutors  have  more  than  one  year  of  Adult  Literacy 
Workshop  experience,  and  several  have  been  with  the  Workshop  for  more  than 
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five  years.  Thirty-eight  new  and  "reviewing  tutors"  participated  in  the  orienta- 
tion and  training  sessions  in  September  and  October.  Several  volunteers  await  a 
January  orientation  and  training  session  and  then  will  be  ready  to  be  placed 
with  learners  from  the  waiting  list.

TECHNICAL  SERVICES 
Computers 

This  past  year,  the  Technical  Services  Department  handled  several  com- 
puter related  projects.  Dial  up  access  from  Wakefield  High  School  to  the 
NOBLE  database  was  accomplished  through  the  library's  multiplexed  connec- 
tion, a  modem,  and  a  dedicated  phone  line. 

Technical  Services  installed  4  new  terminal  hookups  to  the  NOBLE  data- 
base, 3  for  the  public  and  one  for  the  staff.  The  department  also  installed  4  new 
printers  on  public  terminals  so  that  library  users  can  print  not  only  from  the 
NOBLE  database,  but  from  our  new  magazine  index  as  well. 

New  computers,  CD  ROM  drives,  and  a  printer  sharing  network  were 
ordered  for  the  CD  ROM  Center  in  the  Reference  area.  Technical  Services 
installed  the  computers,  the  printer  sharing  network,  and  a  program  which 
locks  the  CD  ROM  drives.  The  result:  a  beefed  up  CD  ROM  Center  of  three  PC's 
and  twelve  secured  CD  ROM  drives,  all  sharing  one  printer. 

A  new  laser  barcode  scanner  was  installed  at  the  Circulation  Desk  and  the 
older  scanner  was  moved  to  the  back-up  Circulation  terminal.  Now  staff  can 
quickly  check  out  books  at  two  locations. 

Collection  Management 

As  the  library  looks  ahead  to  the  renovation  of  the  library  building,  the 
Technical  Services  Department,  in  concert  with  collection  development  librari- 
ans assessed  the  library  collection  in  terms  of  its  currency  and  value  to  the  com- 
munity. Two  inventories  were  conducted  in  which  librarians  analyzed  print-outs 
of  low-circulating  items. 

Magazines 

The  gift  magazine  program,  administered  by  the  Technical  Services 
Department,  once  again  had  a  successful  gift  drive.  The  library  received  gifts  for 
44  magazine  subscriptions  from  34  individuals  and  community  organizations, 
for  a  value  of  over  $1000.  In  part  through  the  success  of  the  gift  magazine  drive, 
the  department  was  able  to  add  20  new  titles  to  the  library's  magazine  collec- 
tion: 12  for  adults,  6  for  young  adults,  and  2  new  titles  for  children.

STAFF  AND  VOLUNTEERS 
Personnel 

Jeffrey  Klapes,  formerly  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Lynnfield  Library, 
accepted  in  February  the  position  of  Head  of  Reference  and  Information  Services. 
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Jeff  supervises  two  full-time  and  two  part-time  reference  librarians  and  man- 
ages a  busy  department  where  the  focus  is  up-to-date  technology  and  the  goal  is 
responsive  customer  service.  Leane  Ellis  joined  this  department  in  August. 

The  upkeep  of  a  historic  building  open  to  the  public  sixty-five  hours  a  week 
requires  day  to  day  maintenance,  preservation  of  architectural  integrity,  and 
nurturing  of  older  mechanical  systems.  The  full-time  custodian,  Howard 
Corkum,  who  understood  these  requirements  retired  in  September  after  ten 
years  on  the  job.  He  was  replaced  by  David  Mason  whose  previous  experience 
included  maintenance  of  the  House  of  Seven  Gables  Settlement  House  in  Salem 
and  running  his  own  cleaning  business.  Both  evening  custodians,  Peter  Boy- 
adgis  (nine  years)  and  Ray  Hawkes  (ten  years),  resigned  for  health  reasons  and 
were  replaced  temporarily  by  Wilma  Assetta  and  Ryan  Crowell  and  permanent- 
ly by  Steven  McDonald  and  Joseph  Bouchard. 

Staff  Development 

Advances  in  technology  lead  to  upgrading  of  programs  which  requires  staff 
training.  Staff  members  attended  workshops  on  online  catalogs,  database 
searching,  word  processing,  Windows  and  DOS  applications.  In  some  cases  the 
staff  member  attending  the  workshop  became  the  in-house  trainer.  Communica- 
tion among  staff  has  become  crucial.  Fortunately  all  staff  members  have  elec- 
tronic mail  access  through  the  NOBLE  network. 

Volunteers 

Many  service  organizations  have  been  lamenting  the  decline  in  attendance 
with  the  resulting  drop  in  volunteer  hours.  Two  programs  initiated  by  the 
Young  Adult  Librarian,  Sheila  Levitan,  "Adopt  a  Shelf  and  "Reading  Buddies" 
are  designed  to  encourage  a  lifelong  habit  of  community  service  among  young 
people.  Adults  continue  to  donate  their  time  to  Beebe  Library  through  home 
delivery,  shelfreading  and  special  projects  such  as  children's  programming,  sto- 
ry hour  preparation,  and  special  art  work.  The  Friends  held  a  "Thanks  for  Giv- 
ing" reception  on  Saturday,  November  18,  to  give  a  personal  acknowledgment  to 
the  volunteers.

Wakefield  Town  Report  1995 

In  order  to  increase  its  ability  to  serve  its  local  communities,  MAPC  has 
made  an  increasing  effort  over  the  past  year  to  add  new  programs  and  technolo- 
gies that  will  enhance  our  existing  programs.  The  agency  recently  purchased 
MassTrac  and  MuniLaw,  two  services  that  allow  MAPC  to  answer  questions  on 
current  legislative  action  and  local  zoning  and  general  bylaws.  Additionally,  the 
agency  continues  to  work  with  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association's  Local 
Net  to  post  information  relevant  to  its  communities.  Communities  that  have  a 
modem  and  are  not  yet  part  of  the  network  may  call  MAPC  in  order  to  obtain  a 
license  that  will  allow  them  to  participate  in  this  program. 

The  agency's  Data  Center  has  recently  compiled  new  community  profiles 
for  each  community  and  has  developed  new  25-year  population  age  group  and 
household  forecasts  for  the  region.  These  projections  will  be  used  in  planning  for 
new  infrastructure,  and  in  the  delivery  of  municipal  services  in  the  region. 
MAPC's  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  department  organized  a  munici- 
pal GIS  user's  group  that  meets  to  share  information  and  help  one  another.  The 
department  also  received  a  state  grant  to  conduct  workshops  providing  technical 
assistance  to  local  communities  on  how  to  best  plan  for  their  own  GIS  needs. 

Transportation  issues  continue  to  be  a  major  concern  for  local  municipali- 
ties. MAPC  works  with  them  to  help  get  their  projects  ready  for  the  Transporta- 
tion Improvement  Program  (TIP).  The  agency  recently  hosted  a  public  meeting 
to  provide  information  on  the  Transportation  Enhancement  Program  so  that 
local  governments  will  have  a  better  chance  to  make  their  projects  competitive. 
In  order  to  improve  air  quality,  the  federal  and  state  governments  encourage 
new  and  creative  approaches  under  what  is  called  the  Transportation  Demand 
Management  Program.  MAPC  works  with  local  communities  to  help  them  for- 
mulate their  applications  for  funding  under  this  program.  Additionally,  this 
year  the  agency  introduced  Commuter  Check,  a  program  that  utilizes  a  federal 
subsidy  to  allow  employers  to  provide  their  employees  with  a  tax  free  trans- 
portation benefit.  Employers  can  purchase  up  to  $60  a  month  per  employee  in 
travel  vouchers  which  their  workers  can  use  for  commuting  by  bus,  boat,  sub- 
way, train  or  vanpool.  The  goal  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  single  occupancy 
vehicles  on  the  road,  thus  improving  air  quality,  conserving  energy  and  easing 
the  overcrowding  of  the  roadways.  Any  size  business  can  participate. 

Two  other  transportation-related  programs  that  MAPC  has  worked  on  over 
the  past  year  are  the  Greater  Boston  Clean  Cities  Initiative  and  the  Regional 
Bicycle/Pedestrian  Committee  effort.  The  Clean  Cities  Initiative  is  a  national 
program  that  assists  communities  and  public  agencies  in  acquiring  clean  fuel 
vehicles  by  assisting  with  the  incremental  cost  differences  between  these  vehi- 
cles and  conventional  fuel  vehicles. 

Through  this  program,  communities  have  the  opportunity  to  acquire  electric  or 
compressed  natural  gas  vehicles  for  use  in  their  municipal  fleets.  The  program, 
through  the  use  of  Congestion  Mitigation/Air  Quality  funding  in  the  TIP  can 
subsidize  the  additional  costs  associated  with  purchasing  clean  fuel  vehicles. 
The  group  is  also  working  with  the  private  sector  to  help  set  up  the  necessary 
infrastructure  to  support  these  new  vehicles.  MAPC  has  acted  as  the  major  staff 
support  for  the  Boston  effort.  MAPC  staff  has  also  been  very  instrumental  in 
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helping  with  numerous  bicycle  planning  efforts  in  the  arsa  including  helping  to 
develop  a  regional  bicycle/pedestrian  plan.  The  agency  has  assisted  the  Bicycle 
Coalition  of  Massachusetts  in  setting  up  a  series  of  public  meetings  as  part  of 
their  contract  with  the  state  to  inventory  existing  and  potential  bicycles  facili- 
ties throughout  the  state.  The  staff  has  also  worked  with  a  number  of  local 
groups  and  projects  including:  the  North  Shore  Bicycle  Coalition,  the  Assabet 
River  Rail  Trail  organization,  the  MetroWest/SWAP  bikeway  and  the  Central 
Mass.  Branch  feasibility  study. 

MAPC  continues  to  offer  its  pavement  management  program  to  all  its  com- 
munities. This  year,  in  an  effort  to  increase  efficiency  and  be  more  compatible 
with  the  other  regional  planning  agencies  throughout  the  state,  MAPC  has 
changed  the  software  it  uses  to  VHB's  Road  Manager.  For  the  first  time,  the 
agency  hired  and  trained  college  students  to  carry  out  roadway  inspections.  This 
worked  very  well  and  the  agency  intends  to  continue  the  practice  in  the  future. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  active  legislative  efforts  on  behalf  of  its  cities 
and  towns.  On  the  state  level,  MAPC  played  an  active  role  in  passing,  support- 
ing, and/or  initiating  scores  of  planning-related  efforts  including:  the  Metropoli- 
tan Highway  System,  the  Open  Space  Bond  bill,  the  River  Protection  bill,  the 
MegaBoston  bill,  the  Budget,  the  Transportation  Bond  bill,  and  the  Growing 
Smart  legislation.  A  successful  amendment  proposed  by  MAPC  to  the  Metropoli- 
tan Highway  System  bill  requires  the  state  to  disclose  the  results  of  a  feasibility 
study  on  creating  a  dedicated  funding  source  for  the  Central  Artery  to  local 
municipalities  for  their  review  before  the  state  can  take  any  legislative  action. 

This  past  year,  MAPC  placed  an  increasing  emphasis  on  federal  legislative 
priorities.  MAPC  met  individually  with  six  members  of  the  Massachusetts  dele- 
gation to  discuss  important  federal  legislative  initiatives  affecting  local  and 
regional  efforts,  including  the  Reauthorization  of  the  Economic  Development 
Act  (EDA),  the  Safe  Drinking  and  Clean  Water  Acts,  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment (HUD)  reform,  and  the  reorganization  of  the  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion among  the  issues. 

The  agency  continues  to  review  and  comment  on  Environmental  Impact 
Reports  (EIRs)that  are  seen  as  having  regional  impacts.  Staff  handles  hundreds 
of  calls  a  year  asking  for  information  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  They  also 
worked  with  a  variety  of  local  planning  groups  and  sponsor  or  co-sponsor  sever- 
al dozen  public  meetings  a  year. 

The  North  Suburban  Planning  Council  is  composed  of  the  following  com- 
munities: Bedford,  Burlington,  Lexington,  Lynnfield,  North  Reading,  Reading, 
Stoneham,  Wilmington,  Winchester  and  Woburn.  The  Council  normally  meets 
the  second  Wednesday  morning  of  the  month. 

This  past  year,  the  subregion  worked  to  follow-up  on  the  North  Suburban 
Water  Supply  Protection  Plan  that  was  developed  for  them  by  MAPC  staff.  They 
also  initiated  a  series  of  evening  meetings  to  facilitate  the  participation  of  local 
selectmen.  Additionally,  they  review  all  the  transportation  proposals  and  pro- 
jects for  the  region  including  the  Regional  Transportation  Center  at  the  Indus- 
try-Plex  site. 

Recently,  the  group  began  a  research  project  on  assisted  living  facilities. 
This  study  will  be  completed  in  1996. 

MAPC  responded  to  a  request  from  the  planning  board  for  information  on 
communication  towers.

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield 

Our  one  hundred  second  Annual  Report  of  the  Municipal  Gas  and 
Light  Department  covers  the  fiscal  period  July  1,  1994  to  June  30,  1995. 

The  total  electric  sales  of  the  Department  increased  by  approximately  4.2% 
over  the  previous  fiscal  year.  As  in  past  years,  the  number  of  customers  has  con- 
tinued to  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  Department  has  commenced  the 
process  of  installing  fiber  optic  cable  throughout  the  Town.  This  cable  will  initial- 
ly be  used  for  communications  for  our  Supervisory  Control  and  Data  Acquisition 
(SCAD A)  system  and  then  will  be  used  for  town  wide  communications.  The 
Department  is  continuing  to  update  its  existing  outside  plant  in  order  to  insure  a 
reliable  electric  distribution  system  well  into  the  next  century. 

The  gas  sales  of  the  Department  decreased  by  approximately  11.6%  due  to 
the  mild  winter,  even  though  the  Department  experienced  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  gas  heating  customers.  The  Department  completed  a  compressed  nat- 
ural gas  (cng)  station  at  the  North  Avenue  garage  and  has  converted  five  of  its 
vehicles  to  run  on  the  cng.  The  Department  is  also  selling  the  cng  to  several  com- 
mercial businesses  in  the  area  that  have  cng  fueled  vehicles.  A  new  gas  supply 
contract  was  negotiated  with  Boston  Gas  that  will  save  our  customers  approxi- 
mately $600,000  over  the  term  (14  months)  of  the  contract.  The  Department  is 
continuing  its  program  of  replacing  gas  mains  where  needed  in  order  to  increase 
the  reliability  of  gas  supply  to  its  customers.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MAY  1,  1995 


Moderator  James  Caffrey  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:40  p.m.  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Galvin  Junior  High  School.  With  the  attendance  figure  of  44 
being  recorded  at  7:30  p.m.,  Sam  Benedetto  questioned  the  need  of  a  quorum 
prior  to  conducting  town  business.

In  the  interest  of  brevity  and  to  facilitate  clarity,  the  information  presented 
in  this  year's  financial  report  is  highly  condensed.  A  comprehensive,  detailed 
presentation  of  revenues  and  expenditures  is  exceedingly  long  and  involved. 
Much  of  this  detail  is  of  limited  interest  to  the  general  population  and  expensive 
to  reproduce  and  distribute  via  the  annual  report.  For  that  reason,  the  tradition- 
al listing  of  each  revenue  and  expenditure  item  is  replaced  with  complementary 
graphs  which  present  that  same  information  in  a  summarized  format.  The  Gen- 
eral Fund  balance  sheet  and  balance  sheets  for  all  other  funds  are  presented 
inthe  traditional  format.  A  simple  schedule  of  the  Town's  outstanding  debt  is 
also  presented  with  this  report. 

Annually,  the  Town's  financial  records  are  audited  by  an  independent  certi- 
fied public  accoutning  firm.  This  year's  audit  was  conducted  by  Powers  &  Sulli- 
van, P.C.,  545  Salem  Street,  Wakefield.  The  independent  audit  ensures  that  the 
financial  statements  are  fairly  presented  and  conform  to  generally  accepting 
accounting  prinicpales  and,  where  applicable,  the  governing  statutory  require- 
ments. The  complete  financial  statements  for  the  town,  with  the  accompanying 
accountants'  report  is  available  in  the  Selectmen's  office  or  from  the  town 
accountant.
